But nothing touched me more deeply than the beautiful poem 
which I read in the Frankfurt Abend Post, entitled "Bouquet of 
Flowers for Mr. Dulles, Servant of his Conscience". I know you 
read German but I am attaching hereto also an English translation. 
Nothing has been more beautifully written and nothing expresses 
better the t anking of the little people of the world than this 
beautiful poem* 

Since arriving here I have visited with Mr* Brentano. I also 
spoke to the Chancellor before he left on his vacation, and to other 
leading statesmen here and in France, and I am certainly proud, as
